The reader may enjoy experimenting with 
the 12 pentominoes (all patterns of five 
rookwise-connected counters) to see what 
happens to each. He will find that six vanish 
before the fifth move, two quickly reach a 
stable pattern of seven counters and three in 
a short time become traffic lights. The only 
pentomino that does not end quickly (by 
vanishing, becoming stable or oscillating) is 
the R pentomino. Its fate is not yet known, 
but, after 460 moves, it has thrown off a 
number of gliders. It has left a lot stagnating 
around and has only a few small active regions, 
so it is not at all obvious if it will continue 
indefinitely. After 48 moves it has become a 
figure of seven counters on the left and two 
symmetric regions on the right which, if 
undisturbed, would grow into a honey farm 
(four beehives) and traffic lights. The honey 
farm, however, gets eaten into pretty quickly 
and the four blinkers forming the traffic lights 
disappear one by one into the rest of a rather 
blotchy population.

I guess we might call last year a rebuilding year for 
MBA golf. We won only twice and had numerous "off the 
course" problems for many of the players. This year could be 
compared to a roller-coaster. To begin the year, as usual, 

Coach Caldwell gave us the "Guys, you have no chance of 
winning" speech. But as MBA golfers stumbled onto McCabe 
golf course one hot August morning, it was obvious that this 
year was going to be a revival. Two days and 18 holes later, 
only ten golfers were left to make up this years Big Red golf 
squad. Five golfers are returning lettermen: Stephen "Are you 
sure that was a six?" Dahl, Webb "Tin Cup" White, Cheeks 
Eason, Matt Morgan, and Mac Keith. The new arrivals this year 
include Jeff "Whos 2pac?" Newman, Trey "Trash-talkin" 

Kendall, Lee "Walrus" White, Jeremy "Eliot" Pinsly, and Toby 
Simpson. Unlike in years past, this year's golf team was very 
young but still experienced. The Big Red headed out to play its 
first match at Henry Horton State Park against Father Ryan 
and Marshall County. Although the team lost to both Ryan and 
Marshall County, there were already great signs of 
improvement. Last years team score of 351 was shattered as 


the team shot 315 which included a 77 by Webb 
White. In the next big tournament, the Bruin 
Invitational, the Big Red battled it out against twenty 
of the best teams in the area at the Country Club of 
Franklin. The team managed an 11th place finish (a 
little better than last year's last place). The total 
score of 319, although somewhat disappointing, was 
42 strokes better than last year's score. Mac Keith 
led the way for the Big Red as he fired a 71 and came 
In second place overall in the Invitational. Webb 
White (81), John Eason (82), and Jeff Newman (84) 
rounded out the top four scores for the squad. 

The Big Red was playing so well at one point 
in the middle of the year that Its record was 7-5-2, 
having just come off a huge win over Brentwood 
Academy, the powerhouse of the region.

Taking his words to heart, the golf team 
found a way to get into the top three at region, 
insuring a spot in state. As the Big Red headed down 
Natchez Trace towards Pickwick Landing, site of the 
State Tournament, there was only thing on our 
minds: When is coach going to realize he still has his 
blinker on? 

After day one, things were not looking good 
for the Big Red. The low score was Mac Keith's 81, 
followed by John Eason's 82 (which included a 
smooth 46 on the front side). Trey Kendall's 84, and 
Webb White's 86. Things only got worse. I won't 
name names. Webb White. Yeah, Mr. White decided 
to drop down another high score In the 80s, but this 
time he added a twist. He signed an incorrect 
scorecard.

Twice a year, the MBA Rifle Team travels north 
into Kentucky to compete against Shelbyville High 
School - a team that many consider the best scholastic 
rifle team in the nation over the last two years. They 
are the “gold standard” against which we rate our 
performance. 

In September, we opened our season against 
Shelbyville and got clobbered 21 79 to 2310 out of 2400 
possible - they were ready and we were just coming 
out of summer hibernation. We met them again in March 
and fired a team score of 2291 which was the highest 
score an MBA team had ever fired in position air rifle 
competition. We still lost but we narrowed the spread 
to 36 points. All or our top shooters are returning next 
fall and they won’t be hibernating over the summer. 

The 2002/2003 rifle team may be the best group 
of shooting athletes in recent MBA history. They placed 
second overall in the Gary Anderson Invitational at Fort 
Benning, Georgia in November and handily won the 
Tennessee State High School Air Rifle Championship 
in April for the seventh year running. With the state title 
came an invitation to compete in a national 
championship during June at Wilmington, NC. 

In February, David Amiot earned an invitation to 
the National Junior Olympic Air Rifle Championship held 
at the Olympic Training Center in Colorado Springs 
where he placed 27th in the nation. David will be

competing this summer in the U.S. International Rifle 
Championship to gain experience at the highest level of rifle 
competition. 

The highlight of the year was our annual spring-break 
trip to Fort Benning to train on the Army Marksmanship Unit 
ranges under the direction of Bill Krilling, a former World 
Champion and Olympic Coach. Joining us this year for the 
first time was Dr. Lance Miller, a nationally recognized expert 
on sports mental training. Dr. Miller conducted daily seminars 
in the morning and we trained at the AMU in the afternoon with 
Mr. Krilling. 

At the start of the year, Juniors David Amiot, Jesse 
Richards and Eric Hill formed the core of our top four member 
precision rifle team joined by Freshman Andrew Davis. 
Sophomore Ben Norton started the year shooting sporter air 
rifle (a lighter weight entry level air rifle) and then qualified to 
move up to the Olympic grade precision air rifle. Ben 
demonstrated consistent improvement over the year and raised 
his personal best in competition by almost 100 points. In the 
final match of the year, Ben stepped in as a fourth member of 
our state championship team. 

The final event of the year was the State High School 
Rifle Awards Banquet where David Amiot, Jesse Richards and 
Andrew Davis were honored as members of the Tennessee 
High School All-State Rifle Team. 

We bid farewell to Mrs. Ivy Ashworth who has ably 
served the team as an Assistant Coach during the fall each of 
the past three years. She will be missed!

VARSITY BASEBALL 


The 2003 MBA baseball team had hopes of building 
upon their third-place finish in the state tournament in 2002. 
After a quality win over Centennial, the team had a major let- 
down in an ugly defeat to McGavock during the first week of 
the season. While the rest of the student body was working 
on the their tans, the baseball team traveled to sunny 
Orlando, Florida, in hopes of finally playing the great ball that 
they knew they could. After losing to Florida powerhouses 
St. Cloud, and Cypress, the Big Red rebounded and 
managed to leave the Sunshine State with two wins and two 
losses. After Orlando, the team traveled to Memphis to play 
in the very competitive USA Classic, where they would meet 
perennial powerhouse Germantown in the first round. After 
an offensive explosion in the first two innings, building a lead 
of 10-0, the Big Red failed to put a complete game together 
and fell to the Giants 1 1 -1 0 in the last out of the game, 
knocking the wind out of the team. After yet another loss to 
Oakland, the team once again rebounded and defeated 
Covington and ECS, and left the tournament on top of their 
game. 

After Memphis came the most important few weeks of 
the season during region play. Following a rather embarrassing 
loss to region foe BGA 1 3-3, the Big Red dropped the following 
outing to BA in a 10-8 slugfest. Starting region play with a 
miserable 0-2 record, the Big Red finally started to come 
together and play some good ball, with two consecutive wins 
over BGA, a satisfying victory over top-seed BA, and a very 


enjoyable sweep of rival Father Ryan, returning the favor 
of what the Irish did to us last year.

At State, the team drew Baylor in the semis for the 3rd year in 
a row.

The match was all Big Red as 
the numbers 2, 3, and 4 players lost a total of 9 games in six sets. 
Chad Fernandez ground out a tough match with Baylor’s #1 player, 
Dylan Meezy, a player to whom Chad had lost twice during the regular 
season, eventually winning 6-3 in the third set. Although beating 
Baylor is always sweet, the Big Red knew we could not celebrate the 
victory too long, for the previous year we lost to MUS in the finals, after 
beating Baylor 4-0 in the semis. 

In the afternoon finals, it was, once again an MBA-MUS 
matchup. Everything seemed to favor MUS, as they had handled a 
strong McCallie team 4-1 in the morning and had a home-court 
advantage.

As Coach McGugin says, “ Give the credit to our two seniors, 
Mark Fritz and Chad Fernandez. We split our number one doubles 
team and our number two doubles team, and they both had seniors on 
them. And the finals came down to doubles — it was a great way for 
both of these seniors to have the responsibility of winning the state 
championship.” 

For everyone on the team the win was a dream come true. It 
seemed as if even we had not believed we could win State. The 
celebration lasted for over half an hour and culminated with dunking a 
cooler on Coach McGugin. 

The team wishes to thank first and foremost Coach McGugin, 
who always believed in us and pushed us towards our goal. (Thanks 
for making us practice doubles even though we hated it - It sure paid 
off.) He is leaving next year to pursue football coaching at the University 
of Miami, and we wish him well although we will miss him greatly. Also, 
great thanks to Assistant Coaches Bailey and Sutton. The future looks 
bright for MBA tennis next year, with Coach Sutton taking over the reins. 
A special thanks to assistant coach Blake McMeans. 

Finally, thanks very much to Coach Rutledge who came and 
supported the team at State and saw us win the title. We wish him a 
speedy recovery and all the best. Look out for MBA tennis next year as 
the Big Red looks to repeat as State champs.
